40. The stabilized vaccine according to claim 24, wherein said composition 
is a poultry vaccine for the prevention or treatment of Newcastle 
Disease, infectious bronchitis, coccidiosis, fowl pox, fowl cholera, 
reovirus induced tenosynovitis (viral arthritis), fowl laryngotracheitis, 
avian encephalomyelitis, infectious bursal disease (IBD), Marek's 
Disease, salmonella infection, Mycoplasma gallisepticum infection, 
avian rhinotracheitis, avian herpes and Mycoplasma hyponeumoniae, 
Egg Drop Syndrome, Infectious Coryza {Haemophilis pasagallinarum), 
Mycoplasma synoviae or avian reovirus. 
41 .The stabilized vaccine composition according to claim 24, wherein said 
composition is a porcine vaccine, for the prevention or treatment of 
Actinobacillus pleuropneumoniae, atrophic rhinitis, pseudorabies, 
swine erysipelas, porcine parvovirus, E. coli enterotoxicosis, 
Mycoplasma hypopneumoniae, influenza, leptospira, E. coli infection, 
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Porcine Reproductive and Respiratory Syndrome (PRRS), Bordetella 
and multocida types A and D infections, Haemophilus parasuis 
infection, Clostridium perfringens infection, rotavirus infection, 
Streptococcus suis infection, Glasser's Disease, pneumonia, or 
Bordetella bronchiseptica infection. 
42. The stabilized vaccine according to claim 24, wherein said composition 
is a human vaccine for the prevention or treatment of influenza, 
hepatitis A, hepatitis B, hepatitis C, herpes simplex virus (type 2), polio, 
diphtheria, pertussis, Haemophilus influenza type B (Hib), measles, 
mumps, rubella, typhoid fever, varicella (chicken pox), Dengue fever, 
Epstein-Barr virus infection, human papillomavirus infection, 
Streptococcus pnemoniae infection, Neisseria meningitidis infection, 
Pneumococcal infection, viral meningitis, rotavirus infection, tick-borne 
encephalitis, travel diarrhea, cholera, yellow fever or tuberculosis.
